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Street Betterments are 
back, at least partly. 
After having been, in ef- 
fect thrown out of the 
window by the Selectmen, 
a week ago, there has been 
a recmsideration, and par- 
tial Betterments will pro- 
bab ly be voted at the An- 
nual Town yeeting. 

The Selectmen met again, 


Wednesday evening (Feb 
gth) to recmsider and at 
that time a proposal that 
$l. be spent out of the 
tax rate, each year, and 
other work if any on str- 
eets be on a betterment 
basis, was adopted. 
Saturday, in the High 
School Auditorium, 54 in- 
terested citizens attended 
an open meeting, and after 
2% hours of conversation 
and deliberation gave the 
Selectmen a vote of con- 
fidence, in their proposed 
program, 

As the Selectmen explained 
it Saturday, about $14,000 
will be spent annually, to 
accept streets which are 
now private ways. The 
$14,000, this year re- 
present ¢1. on the tax 
rate, and if valuation of 
property increases, in wil- 


mington, as may be expected 
in future years, more 
money will be spent. Thus 


if the valuation should be 
such that $15,000 would 
represent $1, on the tax 
rate, $15,000 will be 
spent. 
There are, at the present 
time, a total of $70,000 
in work on-unaccepted 
streets, or over 5 years in 
work at the proposed rate. 
The Selectmen told the 
Saturday group that they 
are recommending a portion 
of Dunton Road, Gowing Rd., 
and Oakridge Road, to be 
accepted and surfaced with 
the money appropriated this 
year. other streets on 
the list, to be done in 
future years include Chand- 
ler Road, xelley Road, 
Ltedgewood Road, Longview 
Road, yilltop Road, Glen- 
view Road, yeadow ;ane, 
Lawrence Street, Lawrence 
Court and Fairmeadow Rd. 
rawrence Street, and ;,aw- 
4 bnce Court had both ap- 
plied m a basis of Bet- 
terments, and may have 
actio# taken in that man- 
ner.

A LETTER TO “THE GHOST OF PATRICK HENRY’ 
Dear Patrick: 

We may possibly suprise you when we say that we 
agree with you, at least to the extent of 60 percent 
of what you have written. Many things that you have 
mentioned in your letter have also disturbed us. We 
believe that democracy is important, even sometimes at 
the cost of efficiency. 

You may recall that we were one of the persons who 
took the “ anti Town Manager’ side in the forma) ‘town 
deba alf a dozen years ago. At that time we argued 
for democracy, and brought out some of the points you 
have mentioned. We have never changed our mind. 

We think it is important that the youth of our 
community should be educated in the proce s of dem- 
ocracy. We think that it is important that if a youth 
of today wishes to enter the political field he have 
that chance. We pointed this out over five years ago, 
when we argued that there should be more elective of- 
fices than just the very top brackets. 

It is not fair to our hopeful would-be politicos, 
to ask them to run for Selectman or School Committee, 
without previous political dxperience. Neither is it 
fair to the people who do the voting to ask them to 
cast ballots for the top offices in town, without the 
benefit of having watched the candidates in lesser 
elected offices. 

That is the situation today. We are not implying 
that the inexperienced candidates who have offered 
their names are not good men, but we do say that the 
voters do not know enough about them. 

Of course, there are those who will say that they, 
the candida , can get experience through appointive 
office, under bur present charter. To a certain extent 
they are correct. There are plenty of opportunities for 
such experience, but suppose the One Man, that is, the 
Town Manager, doesn't want to appoint a certain John 
Doe to ANY office. That could happen, possibly. Then 
what? John poe had better move to another town. 

You have, without doubt, heard by this time of the 
remark that Joe Courtney made at the Baldwin Club last 
week. His remark was to the effect that the only thing 
is proved today in Wilmington when somebody is elected 
to offica is that that somsbody has just won a popular- 
ity contest. 

Does that shock you? Some people profess to have 
been terribly upset by that. The grim truth, however, 
is that Joe is right. That is all our elections are, 
today. 

The T might have gone farther, and rentioned that 
the winner of that popularity contest just wins a place 
on a board without too much power, today. You call the 
Selectmen “Yes Men’ Today's board certainly cannot be 
so described, but as far as their powers are concerned 
there is a lot of truth in that statement - and we 
don't mean that lam against Joe Courtney, who not 
only encourages independent thinking, but respects it 

Actually, Patrick, there is only one elected board 
today that has any real power, and that is the School 
ommittee. Don't ask us whether or not that is good, 
Wedon't know.

of Joseph Courtney. He has enlarged the scope and work 
of many of our citizens, in the realm of politics and 
municipal activities. Today, in wilmington there are 
over 100 citizens doing volunteer work, in one committee 
or another. This is over 1 percent of our population, 
and is a significantly high figure, much higher than we 
have had at any time during the past 20 years. 

From a theoretical viewpoint this may not have been 
achieved from the best of democratic methods, tut it 
Seems to us that we threw out the instrument that 
enduced citizen participation - that is the Caucus- 
long before we adopted the Town Manager plan. The cau- 
cus may have had the evils that its opponents claimed 
for it, but it did get citizens to participate, and 
that, we both agree, is important to our way of living. 

Joe's overall record as a Town Manager is so good, 
in housing, subdivision control, zoning, planning and 
municipal finance that we cannot but applaud, and his 
success in inducing citizen participation is the 
clincher, the reason why we say that Joe Must Stay. 

You would like to get rid of the Charter. we would 
possibly like to see some changes in the Charter, but 
we think that to get rid of Joe, just to make those 
changes, would be biting off our nose to spite our face 


IN WHICH WE MAKE AMENJ> 


Last week, in the Town Crier, we reported that there 
had been no “Anti Town Manager’ 5 ers, at the meet- 
ing of the Baldwin Club. We reported this after hav- 
ing been so told by a reliable source of information, 
who had said that Bob Michelson spoke, “not against the 
Town Manager Plan, but on some of the problems.’ Since 
then we have spoken to others who were at this meeting 
and, as may be expected, each person has his own ver- 
sinn of what Mr. Michelson's attitude wi 
Since then we have seen Mr, wichelson, to ask him 
directly about his attitude and intentions, That 
gentleman has assured us that he was speaking in an 
Anti Town manager sense, in that he was comparing costs 
before and after the advent of the Town Manager plan, 
as well as making other comparisons 

We assure Mr. michelson that our slighting of him, in 
the news report, was not intentional. 


TEACHER'S SALARIES 


In the present controversy about school costs, or 
rather the reporting of school costs to the Finance 
Comittee we should not lose sight of the fact that 
even though salaries paid to the teachers of the Wil- 
mington public Schools is at the bottom, it is not the 
reporting of them that is at stake. 

Members of the Finance Committee wanted to make direct 
inquiry as to salaries paid to individuals. Members of 
the School Committee felt that this was not a subject 
for discussion, 

In connection with this it might be interesting to see 
where our teacher‘s salaries rank, in comparism with 
other towns. 

The Massachusetts Teachers Association, under date of 
December 28, 1955, reported that the median salary for 
Wilmington teachers was $3300. to $3399. a year, with 
three of our teachers getting that salary. 10 were in 
the $2700 bracket, 14 in the §2800 bracket, § in the 
$3000 group, § were getting $3100, 7 $3200, 4 $3400, 
9 $3500, 9 $3600, 5 $3700.-2.$3800, 5 $3900, 2 $4000, 
1 $4100, 1 $4200, and 5 gaz. 

These figures included extra pay for extra duties but 
did not include supervisors and supervising principals 
pay. 

The median salary for towns of § to 19 thousand, in 
which Wilmington was grouped, was $3600 in 1955, oF 
$200 more than Wilmington, 

The gross cost per pupil, in 1955 in Wilmington was 
$206.62, with the net cost being $141.96, after state 
reimbursement. The average cost for towns of 5- 
10,000 in Massachusetts was, at the sams time $245.32. 

It must be remembered that these figures, as cited, 
are for operation of the schools, and does not includ: 
the capital outlays now being made for the New yigh 
School and the Wildwood School. 


THE WEST WILMINGTON GOT THE CANDIDATES

The principal interest, we are told, was in the Buck- 
Sottile race for the 2 year term on the Schoo! Board. 


ROUTE 28 


The Board of Selectmen have approved of the latest 
proposals for Route 28 and the Water Commissioners are 
reported to have disapproved. If this is so they are 
not alone, for the Town Sanitarian, Patrick Thebeau, has 
written to the State Department of Health, protesting 
the route. 

“The Selectmen approved as could have been expected, 
for the new route nearly coincides» with the original 
proposals from this town. 

The Water Commissiiners are reported to have pro- 
tested that thé route threatens the water supply at the 
rown's Crossing pumping station, and Thebeau has asked 
if the new highway could contaminate the water in the 
wells, which are only SOD feet distant. He is afraid of 
salt, which is used in the winter to melt snow, and 
other materials getting into the water. 

the new route can be described ccossing Nod Pond 
slightly downstream from the water supply of Martin's 
Brook. At the time that the earlier route was proposed, 
we asked the same question, with reference to the Bar- 
rows well field. That route would have crossed sop feet 
upstream from the wells. The State Engineers told us 
that there was no possibility of contamination, and 
that many super-highways are even closer to water sup- 
ply sources. 

Thebeau also raised a question about damming water 


from Martin's Pond.He seems to feel that the construct- 
ion of the new highway will make an impenatrable dike, 
through which ater cannot flow, We are todd that the 
base will be of compacted gravel, which will replace 


the present peat. We are further told that t will 
not allow the free pa ge of water, while gravel will, 

In other words, we do not think that w pieeld 
worry about the second objection, although Mr. hebeau 


should very properly bring it to the attention of the 
engineers. The first question, however, is the one we 
want to see answered,

WHEN SILENCE IS NOT GOLDEN 


The last meeting of the 
Baldwin Civic Association 
was held on February 7th, 
and was devoted both to an 
open discussion of the Town 
Manager system of govern- 
ment and a presentation of 
the proposed budget by Mr. 
Courtney. -With respect to 
the first of these, the 
Association had published 
an article in both 1 ccal 
papers inviting the general 
public and especially the 
opponents of the Town Mana- 
ger form of government to a 
public discussion of the 
issues. In addition, the 
foll wing letter was sent 
to over|40 pers ms who 
signed the petition to re- 
voke the present system: 


Dear Sir: 

Many people in wilmington 
are aware that there is a 
movement ‘underway to revoke 
the Town Manager form of 
governmeht. Unfortunately 
most of us have had to rely 
on rumor and speculation 
for the reasons behind this 
action. Although the Bald- 
win Civic Association was 
active in bringing the Town 
Manager system to Wilming- 
tm, our main interest is 
in good and efficient gov- 
ernment and if these ends 
can best be served by some 
other system, we wish to 
get the facts while there 
is still time to act. 

AS a signer of the peti- 


tion to revoke the Town 
Manager form of government, 
we feel that you may be 
able to shed s,me light on 
this subject for us. Would 
you, therefore, be willing. 
in the interests of good 
government, to attend our 
next monthly meeting and 
explain your stand on this 
issue. 


If you are unable to at- 
tend personally, we would 
appreciate your passing 
this letter on to someone 
who is able to present your 
case to us. our next mon- 
thly meeting will be held 
on Tuesday. 


over 70 membe'rs and in- 
terested townsfolk attend- 
ed the meeting. Among 
those present however, only 
one individual responded 
to our appeal to bring the 
facts /tq. the voter and he 
spoke only for himself and 
did not répresent any group 
offpetitioners., The gen- 
tleman stated further that 
he was not necessarily op- 
posed to the Town Manager 
System, but there was a 
question in his mind as to 
whether the results of this 
system were worth the in- 
creased costs. There was 
considerable discussion 
from the floor, -it being 
brought out that: 


(1) Although costs have 
increased, bcth population 
and town services have in- 
creased even faster. 


(2) The operating costs 
for Wilmington are les s 
than average for towns of 
equivalent size in yass- 
achusetts. 

We wonder why tnis great 
unwillingness to come for- 
ward and discuss the iss- 
ues publicly. What do the 
opponents of the Town Mana- 
ger Act hope to gain by 
keeping silent? The de- 
cision to keep or revoke 
this Act is an extremely im 
portant one which should be 
given serious considera- 
tion by the voters. This 
can mly be done when all 
sides of the issue have 
been discussed publicly. 
Keeping silent maybe good 
politics, but it is not 
good citizenship. 

In the second half of the 
program Mr. Courtney pre- 
sented a detailed outline 
of the proposed budget and 
gave his recommendations as 
to what expenditures were 
most important to the town. 
A question period was fol- 
lowed by refreshments.
